WOMEN DISGUISED AS MEN. 


It frequently happens that our fishermen 
lose a third or a fourth of the whole fishing 
season from the want of bait. Day sfter 
\day the cry is, ‘‘Plenty of fish, but no 
bait!” Our bait fishes are herrings, capelin, 
and squids. These strike in on the shores 
and in the bays in enormous shoals and 
with wonderful regularity. Each has its 
season, and then disappears into the un- 
known denths of the ocean, giving place to 
its successor. But it very frequently 
happens during the season of any one of 
these species of bait fishes, the shoals sudden- 
ly leave portions of the coast and do not 
reappear for daysor weeks. In sucha 
case the fishermen who are plying hook 
and line or bait-using devices are left idle. 
The cod may be around in myriads, but 
without bait the poor toilers of the sea are 
left powerless. This want of bait often 
entails most serious losses and shortens the 
season’s catch. It is evident that if the 
fishermen had any means of preserving bait

It will be noticed that the latter estimate 
takes of several thousand degrees, but this 
is a trifle compared with the failing off from 
the estimates of the temperature of tbe sun 
made by some of the earlier investigators. 
The celebrated Secchi at one time main- 
tained that the solar temperature was not 
less than eighteen million degrees Fahren- 
heit, but he himselfafterward found reasons 
for dropping down totwo hundred and fifty 
thousand degrees. Such estimates of the 
sun’s temperature as one hundred thousand 
degrees, aod fifty thourand degrees were 
favorably regarded a few years ago. 

If M. DeChateler’s result is approximate- 
ly correct, then we can, perhaps, begin to 
get some thing like a comprehension of the 
heacof the solar farnace, since it approaches 
compariscn with temperatures that we can 
produce artificially. The highest artificial 
temperature has teen es:imated by Frofes- 
sor Young st about four thousand degrees 
Fahreaheit.

PROFIT SHARING IN PARIS. 


Gne Establishment Mas Kept It Up for 
More Than Fatty Years. 


The Parisiag house painter and decorater, 
Leclaire, was born the son of a country 
shoemaker. After working in the fields 


and as 4 mason’s boy, he arrived in Paris 
pennilesa, at the age of 17. He apprenticed 
himself to a house painter, and in ten 


lead, which he found injurious to their 
health.

“position, he went on to find asystem by 
which every man in hia employment re- 
ceived asm bonusa partof the regular 
profits of hie trade. 

For the regular and permanent workmen 
he also established a mutual aid society, 
supported at first by the voluntary con- 
tributions of members, but subsequently 
by the receipt of another considerable por- 
tion of the profit. His workmen thus not 
only became partners in the business, but 
also accrued a large addition to their wages 
as well as ample provision for old age sick- 
ness or accident. Between 1842 and 1872, 
when he died a rich man, leaving $240,"00, 
Leclaire had paid the sum of $220,C0v in 
bonuses to his workmen and in contribution 
to their mutual aid or provident society. 
His business was then carried on by two 
managing partners, chosen by the workmen 


society. 

The mutual aid society owned a capital 
of 310,000, including its shares in the 
capital of the business. It bad 105 mem- 
bers, besides fifty-one who wef living upon 
their retired allowances. To the regular 
workman it secured large yearly bonuses 
upon his aggregate wages; all the advan- 
tagesofan ordinary benefit club;a lite 
pension ‘of §24)) per annum, payable or his 
completing his 50th year of life and his 
twectieth year of work for the concern;

What Wr. Cecil Khodes ts Doing in South 
Africa—He ts Dictator aad May Become 
Monarch. 


Cecil Rhodes, who, had he lived a hun- 
dred years ago and talaed as he has done 
to the Imperial Government, would have 
had to take a taste of prison life, is slowly 
developing his own scheme of land tenure 
in South Africa, where, originaily o fili- 
buster and land grabber, heisfounding anew 
colonial empire. There are grave doubts 
whether some day he may not take it into 
his head to declare Matabeleland a republic 
oradetached monerchy, paying perhaps 
tribute to the British Crown as Burmah 
pays to China, or Corea pays to that 
Empire, while claiming and exercising 
sovereignty. Rhodes, unlikemany pioneers 
in Africa and America. is not an unlettered 
man actuated cnly by the spirit of aggres- 
siveadventure. He is as dillettauteas Mr. 
Balfour. He is weil versed in classics, and 
had an honourable university career.

By following it 
exclusively it will be degraded into seltish- 
ness; but when it is enlightened, educated 
and restrained within proper limits itis a 
necessary and justifiable mozive. Pain is, 
also one of nature's teachers, whose lessons 
we cannot afford to dieperse with. The 
knowledge that a certain course of action 
will enhance temporal enjoyment, will lead 
to health, give power to the f.culties and 
value to life, is certainly essential, and the 
appeal to such a motive is always valid and, 
sometimes, the best that can be selected. 

The affections, too, afford motives which 
nothing else can supply. The love of a 
faithful mother or a patient wife has won 
many a man back from habits of self-indul- 
gence and vice to paths of propriety anc 
well-doing. Sympathy is a potent power 
for good and to neglect to uee it in our 
efforts to promote human happiness ie a 
serious mistake. Then there is the intelli-

The tabular report in The Gardeners 
Chronicle shows that apples are greatly de- 
ficient this year.

| Simes be Obtatmed by Foreigners Before 
They Sezin Angling. 
With a view to the more efficient protec- 
| tion of game fish, and the prevention of 
| abures by foreigners angling in the inland 
| waters of the Dominion of Canada, the 
| following fishery regulations. have been 
adopted : 
1. No person, other than a Hritish sub- 
ject, shall angle for fieh or take any bass,

in Canadian waters, without having first ot- 
tained therefur an angler’s permit, issued 
by the local fishery officer in each district; 
under the authority of the Minister o 
Marine and Fisheries. 
2. Each person, not a British subject,

3. One angler’s permit only shall be 
ssued to each applicant. Such permit shall 
not be trapsterabie, and can be legaliy used

A MIGHTY WARAIUR DEAD. 


Gunbeat Because Ge Gave the Princess 
Lewise a Beacelet. 

Capt. George, head chief of the Chelali 
Indians, who died recently in British 
Columbia, was in his day a mighty warrior 
Uutil four years ago he was known as 
Capt. Bob, but for some reason unknown 
he changed his name to Capt. ‘ieorge. 
Every year he accompanied his tribe down 
to the salmon fishing to watch over thzic 
morals and see that they did not spend 
their earnings recklessly. He hai great 
influence with the Siwashes, and his word 
was law with them on all occasions. He 
was a staunch adherent of the Roman 
Catholic Caurch, and his death which was 
signalled all along the river, has caused 
geueral mourning among tne tribe. Capt. 
George had the honor, some twelve or 
thirteen years ago, on the visit to New 
Westminster of the Marquis of Lorne and 
Princess Louise, of presenting her Royal 
Highness, on behalf of his tribe, with » 
pair of silver braceiets and some baskets of 
Indian make. In return, he received the 
thanks of the Marquis and Princess, their 
photographs, and that was all. George 
looked upon the bracelets and baskets as a 
gift of enormous value, and fully expected 
to receive a warship in return. He could 
not believe that the viceregal couple 
meant io give him nothing more than the 
photos, and for many months he daily 
watched for the arrival of the big war 
vescel that was to make him the skookum 
hyas tyhee of the whole Pacific coast. A 
year passed away, and then another, but 
no ship came, and Capt. George finally 
abandoned ail hope, and in revenge, never 
lost an opportunity of regretting the valu- 
ables lie had wasted on the Marquis and 
Princess, and teliing his friends what 
a delate cultus pair they were. 
To his dying day he thought he had 
been shametully treated. Capt George 
was considered a mighty warrior in 
hie youth, and if the truth is told, he 
hurried many a Douglas brave to the happy 
hunting grounds. This was before the 
gold excitement in 1858. George's mode of 
fighting was to make a trip into the enemy's 
country with a few chosen warriore, and 
lie hidden until they could pounce upon a 
party inferior in number to themselves. 
Usuaily he surprised and butchered his 
enemies while they siept, but occasionally 
when commanding an overwhelming force, 
he tackied them in daylight. He was a 
terror to the Douglas tribe, and greatiy 
feared by them, and hated beyoui expres- 
sion as weil. The old Indians tell some 
frightful tales of Capt. George's early ce- 
predations, and while his own tribe mourn 
the death of their chie?, the Douglas Indi- 
ans are glad to know that he has gone at 
last. So bitter 1s their feeling even now 
that not long since a party of them went to 
Indian Agent Devlin and kicked up a row 
because the body of the hated chief was 
allowed to remain ci»se to where they are 
encamped. The body of Cap’. George has 
been boxed up and placed in a tree uotul 
the fishing season is over. Then it will 
be taken in state to the Chehalis vi lage and 
interred with all the pomp and ceremony 
due to the chieftain of the royal and king- 
ly line uf Uhehalis.

CURIOUS BEQUESTS. 


Some Carleus Provisions Feand in Enz- 
Risk W£ills. 


Curious bequests ! Aseuredly there have 
been a good many of them in this world— 
mrst of them unjust. Strictly, we suppose 
we rhould epeak of bequest with regard 
only to personal property, and talk of 
“device” for the realty, just as the ‘‘testa- 
ment” should deal with the personal, and 
the “twill” with the reali, but the greater in 
both cases has long ago inciuded both, and 


bequest it may therefore be. There isa 
refreshing quaintaess about some of the old 
bequests. Walterle Taillour, tor instance, 
in 1305, according to the will recorded in 
the City of London Court of Husting, left 
“to Richard his son the revermon of 4 
tenement held by Richard le Bakere for 
life, receiving yearly, 1mmediately after 
the testatour’s death, arent of half a mark, 
and weekly one penny tart, in respect of 
the said tenement.” He also left fourpence 
to London Bridge. There is, however, & 
spirit of geniality about thie will which is- 
very different to that of the man who lett 
his son in law ‘‘one penny to buy hima 
whistle.” 

One man leaves his money to his son ‘‘on 
condition that he shave off his moustache;” 
another leaves his to his nephews ‘*‘on 
condition that they rise at 4 o'clock in the 
summer ana five o'clock in the winter,” 
another leaves his to a friend *‘on condition 
that he alwaye wears black; another that 
the fortunate manshould always wear & 
mourning ring. “Surely” they say, “‘we 
can doas we like with our own”’—and they 
doit, at least to their own satisfaction.

En! rging a Wheelbarrow’s Useful- 
ness. 

It ie often desirable to wheel away from 
a lawn or garden, light rubbish, straw, hay, 
or vines, for which purpose the ordinary 
wheelbarrow dves not give sufficientaccom- 
modation. So often is it desired ta wheel 
away light but bulky loads of this sort 
that euch an arrangement as is shown in 
the illustration will be found very service- 
able, It is simply a light rack frame that 


, WHEE BARROW WITH RACK FRAME, 


can be attached to the barrow in the same 
wav that the ordinary sides are attached, 
the addition of a couple of sockets near 
the handles being the only necessary addi- 
tion to the barrow in order to accommodate 
the rack. The construction is so plainly 
shown in the eketch that added explanation 
is noc needed, 


More Potash Needed. - 

The need of more potash in fertilizing is 
becoming more and more apparent every 
year, and the experiment stations are send-.

re-infect successive occupants? I do not 
suppose anybody regards cancer as_infect- 
ious from person to person. What we are | 
told of its history points rather to a com. | 
mon cause from which the different cases 

in a house spring. Moreover, there is one 
other point aot to be missed in this recital. 
The cancerous troubles appearing in the 

various persons whose histories 1 have de- 
tailed did not necessarily affect each person 
in the same way. In one. it appeared in 
the liver, in another in the stomach, and so 
on. L regard this latter fact as indicatin 

that probably acommon cause scplagiced 
thia disease, while the individual peculiar- 
ities determined the exact mode of its ap- 
pearance and development. Pending further 
light on this national question—for it really 
isa national and public matter—there is 
one thing to be done. If nowadays we 
disinfect houses and:rooms in case of con- 
sumption, andattend to the personal hy- 
giene of the consumptive patient, it is clear 
the least we can do is to practice the same 
disinfection in cases of cancer. This is one | 
preventative measure well within our grasp, | 
and we shouid ace, asa matter of public 
health, that it isduly and carefully carried 
out.

INDIVIDUAL COMMUNION CUPS. 


They Were Substitaled for the Common 
Chalice on the Urgeat Advise of the 


Dectors. 
The innovation of individual communion 


cups introduced into two churches at Roch 
ester, N. Y., the one Baptist and the other 
Presbyterian, has received comparatively 
little attention from the specifically and 
professionally religious papers of those and 
other Protestant denominations. They 
seem ty avoid the subject, hesitating to 
express any decided opinion asto it. Its 
discuséion has been confined chiefly to the 
medical papers and to individual Church 
members who write to the journals called 
secuiar, The individual wine cups were 
substituted for the common chalice in the 
Kochester churches at: the suggestion and 
on the urgent advice dt the regular medical 
society of the town, after repeated warn- 
ings against its use had been uttered 
by many other medica! authorities. The 
grounds for the change, as explained by the 
pastors of those churches on the occasion on 
which it was made, are of a kind to provoke 
among. Protestant communicants anxious 
questioning which cannot be suppressed by 
merely ignoring the subject. They are 
that the use of a common wine cup by many 


people in the celebration of the Eucharist 
is both-otensive to cleanliness and darger- 
ous to. health, subjecting them to the 
chances of receiving the germs of disease. 
At least one of these pastors declared that 
already the number of members of his 
church: partaking of the Holy Communion 
had decreased because of prejudices against 
the common chalice induced by fastidious- | 
ness and fear of contagion, and that to save | 
the ordinance from falling into more | 
general disuse it was necessary to heed 
these upjections, for they were sustained by 


| scientific medical opinion and demonstra. | 


tion, Since theinnovatioa of the indivi- 
dual cups was made, moreover, journals in 
different parts have been getting many 
letters approving of itas a requisite safe- 
guard of health, some of them even going

A correspondent treats such fears as 
groundiess and ueridesthem.

have spSken. Medical authorities unite in 
warning people of the danger of using 
public drinking ciips, and family physicians 
generally are now cautioning parentsagainst 
allowing their children to be kissed other- 
wise than on the cheek. That disease may 
be communicated by the kisses of lovers 
has been proved indisputably and lament- 
Devoted mothers have received the 
poisonous germs of fatal disease by kissing 
their suffering infants. The communica- 
bility of consumption by such contact is 
now recognized as a demonatrated fact, 
aud public health boards warn the people 
of the danger of it, thus spreading abroad 
the very fears that have caused the disuse 
vf the common chalice in these Rochester 
churches and not a few others that have 
followed their example. Probably such 
alarm would be justified by most physicians 
consulted as to the matter. They might 
say that the danger is slight, but they 
would not venture to say that it does not 
exist. The whole theory of the generation 
of disease, as established by modern science 
unquestionably affords reason for it. It 
cannot be dismissed as a silly fear, but it 
is supported by the highest and most ad- 
vanced . medical opinion. Hence, the 
discussion of the necessity, or at least 
advisability, of doing away with the com- 
mon chalice in the communion of both kinds 
is sure to go on, with consequences that 
may become of great religious importance. 
Fears thus produced and stimulated can- 
not be destroyod by (ridicule. The quee- 
tions raised are serious for all churches 
which teach the obligation of communin 
atthe Holy Supper with both the Sa 
and the wine.

A New Disease That is Becoming Very 
Prevalent—The Causes to Which 
at is Aseribed. 


—— 


Bostox, July 5th.—It is very strange the 
number of pew and deadly diseases that 
have become prevalent durizg the latter 


part of this century. Whether such diseases | ©°Uld say anything.” 
.| existed before our day it is hard to tell, but 


there is certainly a terrible fatality attach- 
ed to several diseases apparently of modern 
origin. 
future will be both toothless and hairless 
all through evolution—that interesting pro- 
ceas discovered by Darwin. Whether this 
is rue or not: several deadly diseases have 
become alarmingly prevalent recently, tns: 
were not known twenty yearsago. For in- 
stance there is diphtheria, which is one of 
the deadliest diseases known. Bright's 
disease is another malady modern in origin, 
and typhoid fever was little known fifty 
years ago, neither was la grippe. These 
diseases may be due largely to modern 
methods of living, the food, the cooking, 
and the surroundings. This topic is receiv- 
ing a good deal of attention at the hands of 
the French and German doctors. 

A new disease of a very deadly character 
is heart failure. 
alarmingly frequent, so frequent, in fact, 
that it is almost an epidemic. Heart fail- 
ure was almost unknown before la. grippe 
laid siege to the human system a few years 
ago. Now hardly a newspaper can be pick- 
ed up without containing the record of the 
death of eome well-known man from this 
disease. Many doctors eay that they can- 
not account for heart failure, that even the 
healthiest persons are not free from it. 
There are a few German «doctors who have 
been recently investigating the matter, and 
they ascribe heart failure to a poisoning of 
the heart, or a weakening of the nerves 
that control the heart’s action, through the 
taking of many of the fancy drugs recently 
placed on the market as tonics to take the 
place of quinine. The action of a great 
many of these preparations with high sound- 
ing names, for expelling fevers, headaches 
and colds, is not yet well defined although 
every day prescribed by doctors in their 
mixtures and they are nearly ail heart de- 
pressors. Anything that interferes with 
the action of the heart is a heart pois- 
ou, and to the reckless prescription of 
these fancy drugs by doctors the most 
learned German physicians are now aacrib- 
ing the prevalence of heart failure. An- 
other cause given is the reckless prepara- 
tion and use of tonics for the serves and 
blood purifiers put upin liquidform. These 
so-catied blood purifiers and nerve tonics 
contain strychnine and other poisons in 
solution, the most dangerous methoi of 
administering these drugs. ‘‘ Shake well” 
invariably means that there is strvchnine in 
the mixture, for strychnine sinks to the 
bottom, and if the bottle ts not thoroughly 
shaken the last doses are poisonous, and in 
many cases absolutely dangerous, The 
effects of many of these deadly poisons on 
the heart is accumulative, that is to say, 
they are slow poisons, The patient feels all 
right and in good health when he is taking 
them, but he occasionally has a feeling of 
** goneness” over the heart, anda prickly 
sensation in the fingers and toes. Nothing 
is thought of this until all of a sudden the 
heart stops and death comes in a moment.
